Annual Town Meeting—February 13, 14, 
15 and 16, 1917 


In conformity to a warrant issued in due form of law, the 
annual town election was this day held. Precinct No. 1 at Hose 
Hose, Woods Hole; Precinct No. 2, at the Town Hall, Village. 

Azariah F. Crowell was warden in Precinct 1; Frederick K. 
Swift was warden in Precinct 2. 

The polls in both Precincts were opened at 7 o'clock in the 
forenoon, and kept open until sun-down. Seven hundred and 
twenty-three votes were cast in both Precinets, ninety-nine of 
which were women’s votes for school committee, and were cast 
for the following officers:

WEDNESDAY, FEBRUARY 14. 


The meeting was called to order at 9 o’clock by the modera- 
tor, Seba A. Holton. The reading of the warrant, by vote, was 
dispensed with, only the call for the meeting and the officer’s 
return being read. 

The moderator appointed Clarence M. Gifford, William W. 
Phinney, William A. Goodwin and Arthur C. Davis to act as floor 
tellers. George E. Noyes and Charles S. Baker were appointed 
as constables on the main floor and Levi C. Chase for the gallery. 

Voted, that the sessions of the meeting be from 9 a. m. to 
12 m. and from 1.15 to 4 p. m. 

Article 2. To choose all other necessary town officers for 
the year ensuing.

Article 8. To see if the town will vote to restrain horses, 
neat cattle and swine from runnig at large within the limits of 
the town the year ensuing. 

Voted, that they be so restrained. 

Article 4. To see if the town will vote to appoint agents 
for the care of the town cemeteries. 

Voted, that Charles H. Gifford and James J. Hatch be ap- 
pointed agents. 

Article 5. To see if the town will vote to authorize its 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money 
in anticipation of the revenue of the current financial year. 

Voted, that the Treasurer be so authorized. 

Article 6. ‘To see what method the town will adopt to 
suppress the keeping and sale of intoxicating liquors and to 
prevent gambling and malicious mischief, and make an appro- 
priation therefor, or take any other action thereto. 

Voted, that the sum of $500 be appropriated, said amount to 
be expended under the direction of the selectmen. 

Article 7. To see if the town will vote to sell the herrings 
from one or more of its rivers, or what method it will adopt 
regulating the taking and disposal of the same, or take any other 
action thereon. : 

Voted, that all herring from all the rivers be sold, and that 
Coonamessett river be fished at both houses, under existing regu- 
lations. That the purchasers be required to keep the rivers open 
from the time they commence fishing until they finish, except 
from Saturday noon until Monday noon. That the care of the 
rivers be left in the hands of the herring committee from Satur- 
day noon to Monday noon. That the further conditions of sale 
negotiations, etc., be left with the selectmen. 
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Article 8. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to contract with the Buzzards Bay Electric Company 
to light the streets for the coming year or take any other action 
thereon. , 

- Voted, that the selectmen be so authorized. 

Article 9. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to settle claims and guits against the town which are 
pending, or may arise against the town and to fix a definite 
amount which may be used by the board for the purpose, or take 
any other action thereon. re 

Voted, the the selectmen be so authorized and the sum of 
$500 appropriated. 

Article 10.. To see what method the town will adopt respect- 
ing the collection of taxes and to fix the compensation for the 
services of the collector, or act thereon. 

Voted, that the town adopt a similar method as last year, 
viz: the compensation of the collector to be one percent of collec- 
tions; the total amount of the April levy to be paid to the town 
treasurer on or before December 31st; that six percent interest 
be charged on all taxes from October Ist, pursuant to provisions 
of Chapter 103, General Acts of 1916; and that the amount of the 
December levy be paid to the town treasurer on such date as the 
board of assessors shall determine, 

Article 11. To raise such sums of money as may be needed 
to defray the town’s expenses for the year ensuing, viz: High- 
ways, curbings, dust laying material, railings, bridges, snow, 
clearing curves, schools, school supplies, transportation, repairs 
of public buildings, bonds and notes, parks, fire department, 
board of health, interest, poor department, street lights, salaries, 
libraries, trees, caterpillars, gypsy and brown-tail moths, mis- 
cellaneous, state aid, soldiers’ relief, elm leaf beetle, inland fish- 
eries, Memorial day, printing and stationery, regulating autos, 
wells, and any others that may be needed.

Article 52. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $20,000, through taxation, or borrow if neces- 
sary, or take any other action necessary for the extension of the 
Hatchville road to North Falmouth. 

Voted, that the sum of $8,000 be raised and appropriated for 
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the purpose of constructing a road from Hatchville to North Fal- 
mouth; that of this amount $2,000 be taken from this year’s tax 
levy and that the balance be borrowed on negotiable notes of the 
town, payable $2,000 annually at a rate of interest not to exceed 
4 percent. 134 voted in the affirmative and 17 in the negative. 

Article 12. To see if the town will accept the doings of the 
Selectmen in laying out a town way known as Prospect street in 
Woods Hole, and raise and appropriate $600 for working same. 

Voted, that the layout be accepted. No appropriation. wag 
made to work the road. ; 

Article 29. To see whether the town will construct a large 
or general schoolhouse in the eastern part of the town, select a 
site therefor, acquire the necessary land by purchase or taking, 
and furnishings therefor and for such purposes raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money not to exceed twenty-five thousand dol- 
lars ($25,000), of which amount a portion shall be included -in 
the tax levy of the current year and the balance be borrowed on 
negotiable notes or bonds of the town, payable annually, said 
notes to bear interest not to exceed 41% per cent per annum. 

Referred to next annual town meeting. 

Article 30. To see what action the town will take with refer- 
ence to the erection of a large or general schoolhouse in the 
eastern part of the town or to furnish better school accommoda- 
tions for pupils in that section or take any other action concerning 
this matter and raise and appropriate the necessary money there- 
for or authorize the borrowing of such money. 

Referred to next annual town meeting. 

Article 31. To see if the town will sell or authorize the sale 
of its present school property at East Falmouth or any portion 
thereof or take any other action concerning said property. 

Voted, that there be no sale of the present property; also 
that the matter be referred to the next annual town meeting. 

Voted, that the matter of repairs on the East Falmouth 
schoolhouse be left in the hands of the school committee. 

Article 32. To see if the town will vote to install additional 


heating plant at the West Falmouth school, and raise and appro- 


priate the sum of $500 for the purpose. 
Voted, that the sum of $500 be appropriated, the same to be 
expended under the direction of the school committee. 
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Article 33. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
school committee to erect a portable school house in the lower 
section of Teaticket and procure by lease or purchase a suitable 
lot of land therefor, and raise and appropriate $2,500 for the 
purpose. 

Voted, that $2,500 be appropriated for the above purpose. 

Article 34. To see if the town will authorize the school com- 
mittee to establish military training in the schools of Falmouth, 
and raise and appropriate a sum of money therefor. 

Voted, that the same be established in the public schools ahd 
$500 appropriated. 

Article 13. To see if the town will accept the doings of the 
Selectmen in laying out Nobska road, Wildwood avenue, and 
Sandwich road. 

Voted, that these layouts be accepted. 

Article 14. To see if the town will accept the doings of the 
Selectmen in laying out Deacons Pond avenue, and raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money to work the same, and to take any other 
action that may seen to be advisable. 

Voted, that the layout be not accepted. 

Voted, that the sum of $300 be taken from funds in the hands 
of the highway surveyor to work the road.

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all deparments, except water department and fighting forest 
fires, the sum of two dollars and fifty cents ($2.50) per day. 
Voted, that town laborers in all departments, except the 
water department and for fighting forest fires, be paid the sum 
of $2.50 per day. i 
Article.17. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $400 to be used in placing a steel cage with two cells in 
the basement of the town hall, thereby discontinuing the use of 
the lockup, which has been condemned by the State Board. of 
Health. 
Voted, that the sum of $400 be raised and appropriated for 
the purpose named in the article. 

Article 18. To see if the town will vote to instruct the 
selectmen to light Bourne avenue (so called) with electric lights. 

Voted, that the matter be left in the hands of the selectmen 
with instructions to install the lights as asked’ for in the article. 

_ Article 19. . To see if the town will raise and appropriate a 
sum of money for the proper observance of Memorial day, the 
same to be expended under the direction of the Wman’s Relief 
Corps. 

Voted, that the $200 appropriated for Memorial day be ex-~ 
pended under the direction of the Woman’s Relief Corps. 

Article 20. To see if the town will vote to pay fence viewers 
one dollar ($1.00) per day in addition to the sum provided by 
statute, viz: $2.00. 

Voted, that fence viewers be paid one dollar in addition to 
statutory fee. 

Article 21. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $1,000 to be used in making a walk of tar, 
gravel or some other material at Falmouth Heights; the present 
walk to be repaired by taking up the walk and use the material 
to do so. 

Voted, that the sum of $300 be appropriated, to be expended 
under the supervision of the highway surveyor, in repairing the 
present board walk. 

Article 22. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,000 to macadamize Queen street (so called) from 
the Main street opposite the house of John F. Donaldson south 
to the turn in the road. ; 
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Indefinitely postponed. 

Article 23. To see if the town will instruct the water com- 
missioners to lay a four-inch main on Elm avenue to the farm 
occupied by Timothy Murphy, and raise and appropriate $3,000 
for the purpose. 

Indefinitely postponed. 

Article 24. To see if the town will authorize the water com- 
missioners to extend the water mains in. West Falmouth, and 
raise and appropriate therefor the sum of $10,000, of which a 
part shall be payable from the tax levy of the current year and 
the balance covered. by negotiable notes or bonds of the town 
payable annually, and all payable within five years. 

'. Voted, that the water commissioners be and they hereby are 
authorized to extend the water mains in West. Falmouth; and 
that there be raised and appropriated to cover the expenses there- 
of the sum of $10,000; that of this amount the sum of $5,000 shall . 
be taken from funds now in the hands of the water department 
and the balance of $5,000 be borrowed on negotiable notes or 
bonds of the town payable $1,000 annually; said notes or bonds 
to bear interest not to exceed 4 per cent per annum. 

Article 25., To see if the town. will authorize the. water com- 
missioners to install two hydrants, one near the premises of Dr. 
J. P. Warbasse in Woods Hole, and one on Depot avenue,..Fal- 
mouth Village, and make an appropriation therefor, the money 
to be taken from funds belonging to the Water Department. 

Voted, that the town authorize the water commissioners to 
install the two additonal fire hydrants called for in the article, 
and that the sum of $200 be appropriated for the purpose, the 
money to be taken from funds in the hands of the water com- 
missioners.

Article 28. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,000 to be expended on the improvement of Pine street 
from the North Falmouth station to the State road by the use of 
shells or other suitable material. 

Voted, that the sum of $1,000 be raised and appropriated 
for the purpose named in the article. 

Article 35. We, the undersigned do hereby respectfully 
petition the town of Falmouth to accept and improve the follow- 
ing streets at Silver Beach, North Falmouth, viz: Silver Beach 
road to water, also Beach road from Ocean View avenue to the 
harbor. 

Voted, that the selectmen be requested to lay out the avenues 
mentioned in the article, in accordance with the plan of the Silver 
Beach Land Co., after which the layouts will be presented to the 
town for acceptance. 

Article 36. We, the undersigned, do hereby respectfully 
petition the town of Falmouth to accept and improve the follow- 
ing streets at Silver Beach, North Falmouth: Grove street from 
the corner of Ocean View avenue to the corner of West avenue, 
and West avenue from Grove street to Ocean View avenue. Also 


that Ocean View avenue, now a town highway, be improved from 


the waterfront to Beach road. 

Voted, that the selectmen be requested to lay out the avenues 
mentioned in the article. 

Article 37. To see if the town will raise and appropriate a 
sum of money for the purpose of stoning or macadamizing In- 
diana avenue (so called), Falmouth Heights. 

Voted, that it be referred to next annual town meeting. 

Article 38. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $500 and re-appropriate the sum of $69.50 for the im- 
provement of Woods Hole Park as per plan.

‘Report of the Water Commissioners 


The Water Commissioners hereby submit their annual re- 
port. 

The plant has done good service during the entire year, fir- 
nishing a sufficient supply of water and keeping normal pressure 
for fire purposes. No accident of importance has occurred either 
at the pumping station or on the pipe line except the breaking of 
one fire hydrant, which was promptly replaced and the expense 
paid by the owner of the car which caused the damage. 

Owing to the natural depreciation of the pipe the cost of 
maintenance is constantly increasing. 

The minor extensions during the year have been few and 
entailed but small expense. 

The extension in West Falmouth, ordered by the last annual 
meeting, has been completed at an expense of $8,290.98, $1,709.02 
less than the appropriation. 

34 new services have been installed. 

8 new hydrants have been added of which 6 were on ‘the new 
extension. 

The pumping station has been under the charge of Mr. Chas. 
B. Gardner, whose work has been most satisfactory. W. A. 
Turner who has served for some years as fireman, having received 
a license to operate under the supervision of the chief, was em- 
ployed as assistant engineer during the summer, and Howard 
Landers as fireman. Our engineer, having met with a painful 
accident, was unable to perform manual labor for some weeks 
but remained in charge of the station. During his disability the 
assistant engineer and fireman did extra duty and were paid 
accordingly. 

Under the present conditions we have deemed it wise to have 
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a watchman stationed at the pumping station during the time — 
when the engineer and fireman are not on. duty... 

Owing to the uncertainty of the.coal, situation we have. found 
it necessary, to keep a larger stock than usual on hand to insure 
continuous service. en 

This and the high price paid | have paened ‘he ee peaan ue the 
station to be considerably increased, but.we. consider ourselves 
fortunate that we have not been obliged to suspend operations 
for lack of fuel. 

Owing to) the present cost of etewiale we pec onin ane only 
one small extension of about 300 feet at Falmouth Heights, for 
which we have the pipe on hand.. 

In harmony. with the other boards of a nual we have con- 
densed the Treasurer’s account in order to decrease the size of 
the. Town. Report. 

An itemized account with vouchers can be seen at the office 
by ‘any one. 

In accordance with the note of the town, we have placed the 
sum of $606.60, which is 10 per cent of the net income of 1916 
from all sources including hydrant rental, on interest as a re- 
newal fund. .We have on hand for current expenses and for the 
payment of bonds, the amount of $18,160.69. 

This will be nearly exhausted by the end of our fiscal 
year. 

We have no liabiliteis.

Requirements for Improved Grading. 
FIRE DEPARTMENT. 
1. Organization. 

(a) That the fire department be re-organized on a part full 
paid and part call basis, to consist of four full paid men and a 
sufficient number of call men to adequately man the following 
apparatus. Call men to be given sufficient compensation to in- 
sure obtaining responsible members. 

(b) That suitable rules and regulations be adopted, inelud- 
ing that all permanent members shall be appointed for indefinite 
terms only after passing suitable mental and physical examina- 
tions, the chief to be held responsible for the enforcement of all 
rules and the operation of the department. 

2. Apparatus. ' 

(a) That an automobile combined pumping chemical engine 
and hose wagon be provided and located at Falmouth Village. 

(b) That automobile combination wagons be provided and 
located at Woods Hole, North and West Falmouth. 

(ec) The present hand drawn reels to remain in gervice at 
Falmouth Heights and East Falmouth. 

NOTE.—(a) Specifications for automobile pumping engines 

to require pump to deliver at least 500 gallons per minute at 
120 pounds net pump pressure, 50 per cent. of above capacity 
at. 200 pounds net pump pressure and 33 per cent. of above 
capacity at 250 pounds net pump pressure. 
(b) Gasoline motors to be capable of propelling apparatus 
at a speed of 30 miles an hour and of covering 20 consecutive 
miles in an hour over paved and macadamized streets having 
such grades as the apparatus is likely to encounter in service 
without showing loss of power of overheating when propel- 
ling the apparatus. 

(c) Apparatus to be so constructed as to carry at least 1000 

feet of 21% in. double jacket cotton rubber lined hose, 200 

feet of 84 in. chemical hose, one 40 gallon chemical tank and 

all equipment and eight men over any roads that are passable 
for horse drawn apparatus of the same carrying capacity 
without injury to the apparatus. 
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(d) The following fire equipment is suggested but the list 
may be modified to suit the town’s needs: one 12 ft. or 15 ft. 
ladder with folding roof hooks; one 20 ft. or 24 ft. extension 
ladder; two 7 pound pickaxes; two fire department lanterns; 
two 3 gallon extinguishers, fire department pattern; one 6 ft. 
and 9 ft. plaster hook and ceiling remover; one door opener; 
and 38 ft. crowbar; two playpipes with shutoff nozzles having 

‘smooth bore tip 14 in. to 114 in. in size; two playpipe holders; 

200 feet.of improved quality four ply 34 in. rubber chemical 

hose with composition couplings; one approved chemical 

shutoff nozzle with 14 in. tip; two containers for extra charge 
of acid for chemical tank; two bags for extra charge of soda 
for chemical tank; one 21% in. double female connection; one 

21% in. double male connection; one connection for attaching. 

chemical hose to 214 in. shutoff nozzle; one hose jacket; two 

collapsible buckets; and two waterproof covers. 
3. Operation. 

(a) That fire department officers make systematic inspec- 
tion for the accumulation of rubbish and inflammable materials 
inside and in the rear of buildings and that they be given power 
to cause arrests for'violations of the ordinances governing the 
above materials and that they be required to keep records of all 
such inspections. 

(b) That complete records be kept including a journal at 
each company giving time and particulars of all events, reports 
of fires and inspections on suitable forms, reports from company 
officers and headquarters of all apparatus and hose. 

FIRE ALARM SYSTEM. 

Falmouth and Vicinity. 
4, Apparatus. 
At Headquarters: 
That conditions be improved as follows: 

(a) By installing a slate’ charging and protector board on 
incombustible mountings, equipped with the necessary instru- 
ments and devices for properly operating the system. 

(b) By installing storage batteries in duplicate, each set 
to be capable of operating the system for 60 hours without re- 
charging. Cells to be mounted on glass and porcelain supports 
secured to metallic frames suitably protected against corrosion. 
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(c) By installing compressed air system connected with a 
whistle or horn of sufficient size to be plainly audible throughout 
the territory covered by the fire alarm system. 

At Fire Stations: 
(d) Punch register and gong connected to box cireuits. 
Elsewhere : 

(e) Tappers in houses of responsible members of the fire 
department. ' 

(£) Break wheel transmitter at telephone exchange with 
duplicate break wheels for each fire alarm box and additional 
wheels for locations in outlying sections where it would not be 
feasible to extend the fire alarm circuits. 


5. Circuits, 


That conditions be. improved as follows: 

(a) “By installing circuits of either No. 10 galvanized iron 
or No. 14 copper having triple braid weather-proof insulation. 

(b) By avoiding poles carrying high tension wires but 
where necessary to locate on same, fire alarm wires to be run 
under rather than over high tension circuits. 

(ec) By supporting wires entirely on. glass and porcelain 
petticoat insulators at least every 150 feet. 

(d) By installing cireuits in fire stations and other build- 
ings in accordance with the National Electrical Code. 

6. Boxes. 

(a) That boxes installed in the future be of the positive 
non-interfering type with silver break contacts, internal mechan- 
ism protected against abnormal currents, outer cases grounded 
and with glass panel doors, keyless self-acting doors or with keys 
attached urcer guard. That additional boxes be installed so 
that a box shall be within 500 feet of every building in the centre 
of Falmouth Village, or within 800 feet of every other valuable 
group of bu ldings except on thé outskirts, this location to be 
covered by the break wheel transmitter. 

7. Operation. 

(a) That all boxes. be tested monthly, test to consist of 
visual examination, oiling, cleaning and pulling the box. 

(b) That a complete map of circuits and complete eard 

records of apparatus, circuits, tests and trouble be kept on file. 
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8. Woods Hole and Vicinity. 

That a box system of fire alarm be installed for this section 
and the adjacent territory in accordance with the above recom- 
mendations for Falmouth and Vicinity. .

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Report of the Selectmen 


The Selectmen herewith present their annual report for the 
year 1917. 

The board has received several petitions asking for the lay- 
ing out of new roads. We have laid out and prepared for the 
town’s acceptance the following: from Chester avenue to the 
Cataumet harbor, near the residence of Nathaniel Bryant at 
North Falmouth; also from Quissett avenue to the northerly end 
of Pleasant street in Woods Hole, through the Gansett property, 
(so-called). 

The board has received from the Coonamessett Ranch Co. a 
petition to relocate the road bounds of several sections of the 
highways in the vicinity of Hatchville. We have attended to the 
call and have caused stone bounds on such portions as have been 
relocated. 

We have also surveyed several avenues at Silver Beach, as 
voted for by the town at the last annual meeting, all the work 
will be presented to the town for its approval at this annual 
meeting. It has been the policy of the board for several years 
past to put in leaded stone bounds in all the roads laid out or re- 
located. We believe this to be a good policy and should be con- 
tinued. In doing this, permanent bounds for all time are placed 
and ean by consulting the records be easily found. If this prac- 
tice had been employed years ago much labor and expense would 
have been saved the town. 

We believe at the coming meeting some definite plan should 
be adopted by the town in relation to its foreshores, particularly 
in the vicinity of Falmouth Heights. The town has for a period 
of years spent large amounts of money in the endeavor to save 
the bluff from the encroachment of the sea, but up to this time 
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the efforts of the town, and state as well, have been almost a 
failure. Various heights and depths of walls have been built, 
but. do not perform the work or protection that was expected of 
it. We would recommend that a sum of money sufficient to do 
the work be raised and placed in the hands of a competant ex- 
perienced committee to expend. No person who has visited the 
bluffs 'and seen how few feet of solid earth is left from the street 
to the edge of the bank, can for one moment doubt that some- 
thing to protect the remaining bank must be done, done well and 
quickly. This matter is one which should receive immediate, 
earnest, careful attention and the town in selecting a committee 
should see to it that it is a right one to deal with the problem 
confronting them. 

Another matter which we wish to bring to the attention of 
the voters is the bathing casino at the foot of Shore street. We 
have, since the town purchased the property, each year expended 
small sums of money in the general up-keep and repair. The 
building has now arrived to the age or condition where very 
extensive repairs are necessary and will entail the laying out of 
a large sum of money to put it in repair and make some exten- 
sion. As it now is the number of rooms for rental, under normal 
conditions, will about pay the running expense. Every year 
there are a large number of persons turned away which the 
superintendent cannot take care of. We recommend that a few 
more rooms be added and by so doing the building can be made 
to show a profit to the town. 

The Buzzards Bay Electric Co. service for the past year has 
furnished current for 601 annual and 94 summer lights. You 
will pardon the board for again calling the public attention 
to the fact that by calling 5-8 on the telephone and notifying 
the office, burned out lamps will be much quicker replaced than 
by notifying the selectmen. 

The board this year has made, after making a good many 
inquiries, a radical change in the method of making up the 
Town Report. We believe that in the line of conserving ex- 
pense that it will be appreciated by the voter and still show him 
the various expenditures for the past year.

Section 1. Voted, that the town will receive such sums of 
money not exceeding $500.00, as may be deposited with its treas- 


ra 


urer under the provisions of chapter 82, section 17 of the publie 
statutes and chapter 186 of the acts of 1884, for the perpetual 
care of burial lots, said sums shall be invested by a board of in- 
vestment consisting of the town treasurer and selectmen, and 
will allow interest for the same the first day of January or July 
succeeding such deposits. 

Sec. 2. The treasurer shall notify the selectmen in writing 
of all sums deposited with him, under section 1, with the date of 
the deposits and the particular purpose or purposes to which 
they are to be applied. 

Sec. 8. The income of said deposits, also any part of the 
principal thereof, designated by the depositors to be expended, 
shall be paid on the order of the selectmen for the purposes which 
they are designed under the provisions of statutes referred to 
in section 1. If in any year the income of such sums of money 
shall not amount to four percent of the principal, the town shall 
make up the deficiency to that percent, and the town shall be 
responsible for keeping the principal intact.

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On the opening of the herring season, we found the river in 
bad shape. Tons of sand and gravel washed from the highway 
and had to be removed before the water was let down from bogs, 
as the river was blocked solid under the bridge and liable to 
cause a big washout to the road. A part of the river is boarded 
up on the sides and this year needed some new boarding. The 
river, from the head of Ward’s bog on to Coonamessett pond, 
over a mile, must be cleaned out, bushes mowed on the sides 
every spring in order for the fish to get in the pond for breeding 
purposes. This part of the stream, as you all know, was dug by 
the town, cut through the woods and swamp, is very narrow with 
many sharp turns, and clogs up very easily. This is one reason 
why it costs money to keep a 5-mile river clear and in good shape. 
Now, as the town sold this river, the people will wonder why it 
cost so much money.to keep it in condition. The catcher did all 
his fishing at the house in Hast Falmouth, ordered to do so by the 
town. This fish house is at the lower end of the river, leaving 
the entire distance above in the care of the herring committee 
every day through the season. Itemized bills for all work are 
in the hands of the auditors, that is, all work done by herring 
committee. 

Roof of herring house in East Falmouth must be shingled 
soon, also a new flume at the entrance of Coonamessett pond, as 
the old one is very poor and nearly gone.

The Summer Club again made its generous gift of books, 
which by the Club’s request, were forwarded to Camp Devens. 
To all these the library returns its thanks. 


The Memorial Library has until now been the only public 
building of importance in town not electrically lighted. The 
trustees have, the past autumn, had installed an electric lighting 
system which is in keeping with the building, and represents the 
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best practice in electric lighting. The cost of this work com- 
plete will be $896.20. 

Extensive repairs to the heating plant to meet the require- 
ments of the laws of the Commonwealth have been necessary. 
These have been completed and the boiler insured for five years, 
at a total expense of $107.64. The exterior woodwork of the 
library has also been put in excellent repair, and new window 
shades installed at a cost of $69.84. All this has been in line 
with the aim and purpose of the trustees to keep the building in 
such repair that it shall be, as was intended, a fitting memorial 
of the soldiers and sailors of the Civil War. 

The work in each and every case has been done under com- 
petitive bids, whenever it was feasible. 

These large expenses not contemplated by the annual appro- 
priation for the library, the trustees, rather than ask for in- 
creased appropriation, have paid from current funds. Sundry 
bills for running expenses which would naturally come in 1917 
bills and passed the auditors at the closing session of the year, 
have not been paid. These unpaid bills so far as received and 
audited, amount to $340.02, and are covered by funds in the hands 
of the treasurer in Boston. It will be necessary, however, to 
anticipate the town’s appropriation for 1918 for the payment of 
the January and February, 1918, bills. 


Some comment having been made from time to time as to 
the form in which the library accounts have been kept, the 
trustees deem it proper to say :— 

By the conditions of her will Esther E. Beebe left the sum 
of $3,000 to her son, E. Pierson Beebe, in trust for a free public 
library and appointed him trustee of this fund for life with full 
discretionary power. 

These conditions the town of Falmouth by vote accepted. 

In the exercise of this discretionary power, Mr. Beebe per- 
mitted the income from the fund to accumulate and from. time to 
time has invested and added it to the permanent fund. He has 
made full reports to the town of his doings as such trustee each 
year under the head of Capital Account. Over the principal of 
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this account. the trustees elected by the town have no jurisdiction 
and over the income only at the discretion of the trustee. Mr. 
Beebe has in this matter acted quite within his rights; indeed 
the provisions of his mother’s will necessitated a separate ac- 
counting of this fund. 

The Expense Account each year covers the town appropria- 
tion and the dog fund. This expense account constitutes the only | 
fund over which the trustees have or can have jurisdiction under 
present conditions. Full reports of the expenditure of these 
moneys have been made, each year, to the town. 


The library trustees act under the statutes of the Common- 
wealth and not under local regulations. As these local regula- 
tions do not, in ; important matters, appear to conform to the 
statutes under which the trustees act, and in view of the condi- 
tions mentioned above, the trustees think it inexpedient, even if 
it were possible, to attempt at present to regulate the library 
accounts by the local regulations in force in town, though such 
unification is ultimately desirable.

Trees. 


The young trees all over the town have made an excellent 
growth. Have added 149 new trees in the several villages. 


Tent Caterpillars. 


Very few tent caterpillars appeared this year. Prospects 
are good for even less next spring as the egg-clusters are hard 
to find. 


Gypsy and Brown-Tail Moths. 


The number of brown-tail moth nests found show they are 
gradually decreasing. 

The gypsy moths are plentiful. It was very noticeable that 
the feeding of the moth was much lighter on the roadsides where 
the thinning was done last year. We had a favorable spraying 
season. There has been a number more miles of roadside thin- 
ning done this year. 

We are going to discontinue much of the creosoting, except 
orchards and ornamental trees, and devote the time and money 
to continue roadside thinning and do careful spraying during 
the feeding season. 

I.am very much pleased to be able to state that many of the 
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large land owners have co-operated with me in the moth work, 
and it has been a great help to the town.

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By-Laws 


Section 1. At every town meeting the meeting shall elect 
subsequent to the election of town officers, fifteen voters of the 
town who shall be known as a finance committee and who shall 
serve without compensation and the moderator shall at each 
meeting appoint a committee of five to retire and nominate fifteen ' 
voters who shall if elected by the meeting act as the finance 
committee. 


Sect. 2. The persons so appointed shall serve until the ap- 
pointment of their successors at the annual meeting next follow- 
ing. 

Sect. 3. The finance committee shall choose one of their 
number as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. Said commit- 
tee may consider such questions with reference to the conduct of 
the town affairs as they may deem advisable, and may consult 
with any and all officers, boards, and committees of the town 
with reference to matters under their supervision; they shall con- 
sider the various articles in the warrant for any annual or special 
meeting, called during their tenure of office, and shall make a 
report of their doings and recommendations to the town. 


Sect. 4. The finance committee may hold hearings, if in 
their judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money unless 
_ authorized by vote of the town. 


Sect. 5. Vacancies in said committee shall be filled in the 
same manner as in case of other committees or boards of the town. 
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Standing Votes of the Town of Falmouth 


ARTICLE I. 


Section 1. Voted that—Notice of every town meeting shall 
be given by posting a copy of the warrant therefor in every post- 
office in the town, at least seven days before the time appointed 
for such meeting. Such further notice of any town meeting may 
be given as the selectmen deem proper. In case of the adjourn- 
ment of any town meeting from one day to another, the town 
clerk shall cause notice of the time and place of holding such ad- 
journed meeting to be posted at the post office in town, which 
notice shall state the business to come before such adjourned 
meeting. Full notice of every special town meeting, including 
a copy of the articles of the warrant therefor, shall be mailed to 
every legal voter of the town, seven days at least before the date 
of such meeting. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 11, Sec. 328.) 


Sect, 2. Voted that—The annual town meeting shall be 
held on the first or second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in 
February. 


Sect. 3. Voted that—Long or complicated motions, and any 
other motions which he shall so request, shall be presented to 
the moderator in writing. (See Rev. Laws,’ Chap. 11, Sests. 332 
and 3383.) 


Sect. 4. Voted that—No vote involving the expenditure of 
any sum of money shall be reconsidered at the same meeting at 
which it is passed, unless public notice of the intention to move 
such reconsideration be given within thirty minutes of the passage 
of such vote. The town clerk shall note in writing the passage

of such vote and also the time when the notice of reconsideration: 
is given. 

Sect. 5. Voted that—The town clerk shall collect all rules, 
regulations and standing votes in force covering the Falmouth 
town meetings or relating to the town business, and they shall, 
be published in the town report annually. The report shall con-. 
tain the reports of all town boards, officers and committees hav- 
ing the control or expenditure of the town’s money and a list 
of the appropriations for the past year and those recommended 
for the coming year, and copies shall be distributed before the 
annual meeting. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 29.) 


Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall cause to be pub- 
lished in the local newspapers, if there be such, at least two 
weeks before any special town meeting, the last publication to 
be during the week previous to such meeting, all committee 
recommendations and estimates relating toe the expenditures of 
money upon which action is to be taken. : 


ARTICLE Ii.—Selectmen. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—The board of seleetmen and every 
other board or commission of a town shall designate some person 
as clerk who shall enter in books all its proceedings and shall have 
custody of its records. On vote of the selectmen, the town clerk 
may act as clerk of their board. (Rev. Laws, Chap. 35, Sec. 11.) 


Sect. 2. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the selectmen to 
investigate all orders on the treasurer passing through their 
hands and to satisfy themselves of their propriety and correctness 
before endorsing the order for their payment by the town treas- 
urer. All such orders shall have itemized accounts attached, 
showing in detail the names of persons to whom payable and the 
purpose for which such order is drawn on the town treasurer. 


Seet. 3. Voted that—No draft shall be drawn by the select- 
men unless there is sufficient appropriation to pay the same, ex- 
cept for sums by law payable to the Commonwealth or county, 
for final judgment against the town and for bonds, notes and 
serip of the town and interest thereon, and for money payable to 
the commissioners of the sinking fund. 
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Sect. 4. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the selectmen 
to purchase for the several boards or committees, except the 
water commissioners, all coal. The various boards and commit- 
tees shall, on or before July 1 in each year (or earlier if required 
by the selectmen) send in writing to the board of selectmen the 
estimated amount of coal required for the use of their respective 
departments or committees for one year. The selectmen shall, 
prior to the 15th of July in each year, advertise for bids to 
furnish the required amount of coal, and shall award the con- 
tracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The contractor for coal 
shall give bonds in an amount satisfactory to the selectmen 
(said bonds to be not less than one quarter of the total contract) 
for the faithful performance of his contract. 


Sect. 5. Voted that—The selectmen shall have a general 
oversight of all town affairs, whether conducted by special boards 
or not; and have the right to make any suggestions for the better 
conduct of a department, board or committee, and if such recom- 
mendations are not heeded, they shall make a record of the same 
in the annual town report, that the town may take such action 
as seems best. 


Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall present to the 
town at its annual meeting names of suitable persons willing to 
serve to fill the offices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of lumber, 
fire wards, public weighers, fence viewers and field drivers. 


Sect. 7. Voted that—The annual town report of the select- 
men shall contain :— 


A general statement of the town’s affairs during the past 
year and recommendations of the selectmen for future require- 
ments. 


A report of all town meetings held during the year, including 
the articles of the warrants and the action of the meeting thereon. 


A report of all claims which are outstanding and of all suits 
to which the town is a party, together with a full explanation of _ 
the circumstances and the standing of each case at the time 
of the report. 


A report of all streets laid out or constructed during the 
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year, the length and width, cost of construction and amount of 
land damages in each instance. 

A list of betterments during the year. 

Reports of all special committees made at any meetings held 
during the year, together with any other action taken at said 
meetings, including committee appointments and resolutions 
passed. 

The names of all corporations holding franchises granted by 
the town, and a statement as to whether the conditions of the 
franchises have been faithfully complied with by each corpora- 
tion during the municipal year. 


ARTICLE IIl.—Water Commissioners. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Two of the water commissioners shall 
give surety company bonds of $5,000 each for the faithful per- 
formance of their duties, and the treasurer of the board, $10,000. 


Sect. 2. Voted that—The water commissioners, on or before 
the 7th day of January in each year, shall make a detailed report 
to the selectmen, together with their recommendations: said re- 
port to contain a list of all unpaid water rates of January Ist, 
in each year; the list of such to be published annually in 
the town report, showing the several years in which rates are 
due and unpaid. (See Acts of 1898, Chap. 66, Sec. 12 and 15.) 


Sect. 3. Voted that—The town authorize and direct the 
water commissioners to make minor extensions of water mains 
when, in their judgment, such action would be for the interest 
of the town, the cost of such extensions to be paid from the funds 
in their hands, provided that not more than fifteen hundred 
dollars ($1,500) be expended on such extensions in any one year, 
and that a satisfactory bond or agreement be obtained from the 
petitioners to pay a revenue of six per cent. annually for a period 
of five years. ‘ 


‘Sect. 4. The water commissioners shall only make exten- 
sions to the water mains or pipes, under proper contracts for a 
term not less than 5 years which shall return 6 per cent. per an- 
num on the cost of the extension, and not less than 3 per cent. on 
the cost of such extensions for depreciation. 
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ARTICLE IV.—Treasurer. 


Sect. 1. It shall be the duty of the treasurer to see that all 
boards, committees and officers, except the water commissioners, 
on or before the 5th and 20th day of each month (unless other- 
wise fixed by statute), pay to the town treasurer all sums ex- 
ceeding $10 collected by them previous to that date to the custody 
of which the treasurer is entitled. 


Sect. 2. Voted that—The treasurer shall cancel, in the 
presence of the selectmen and board issuing the same, all bonds, 
notes, script and other evidence of indebtedness of the town which 
have been paid, and shall file and keep all approved and re- 
receipted accounts, claims, bills, pay-rolls and vouchers, can- 
celled bonds, notes, script, and other evidences of indebtedness of 
the town which have been paid, unless the performance of these 
duties are otherwise specified by statute. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 
20, Sec. 72.) 


ARTICLE V.—Auditors. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Auditors shall be required to audit all 
bills and accounts of the town, meeting in April, July and 
October, and thereafter monthly up to the close of the financial 
year, finishing by January 7th, in order that the selectmen may 
not be hindered in the preparation of their report. (See Rev. 
Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 79.) 


ARTICLE VI.—Town Officers. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—When the bills contracted or approved 
by any board, committee or officer have exhausted the entire 
appropriation for such board, committee or officer, such board, 
committee or officer shall incur no further expenditure except 
in the case where such expenditure may be required by statute, 
and it shall be the duty of each board, committee or officer, before 
the close of the financial year to approve all accounts, claims, 
bills and pay-rolls chargeable to their appropriations. 


Sect. 2.. Voted that—No member of the board of selectmen 
or any officer appointed by the legal voters of the town, author- 
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ized to make any contracts or agreements in behalf of the town 
for labor, materials, goods, wares or merchandise furnished by 
the town, or for a loan of money, shall, either directly or in- 
directly for himself or for any other person, receive any com- 
mission, discounts, bonus, present or reward from the persons 
making such sale, loan, contract or agreement for furnishing such 
goods, wares, merchandise or money. And no town officer, nor 
any member of a board or committee of the town in his individual 
capacity shall contract or have any interest in a contract with 
the town; except in the case of publicly advertised competitive 
contracts. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 210, Sec. 8.) 


Sect. 3. Voted that—At any town meeting when special 
committees are appointed or elected a vote shall be passed nam- 
ing the compensation of the committee and also a sum of money 
for expenses of such committee, otherwise the selectmen shall 
not draw orders on the treasurer for either services or expenses. 


Seet. 4. All boards, officers or persons except the water 
commissioners shall on the 30th day of December in each year 
settle their accounts and pay to the town treasurer all moneys 
due on their accounts, unless the 30th falls on Sunday, in which 
case the settlement and payment shall be made on the 29th. 


Sect. 5. The auditors are authorized and empowered to 
consult the town counsel at any time in connection with their 
duties. 


ARTICLE VII. 


Sect. 1. The tax collector shall on the 5th and 20th of each 
month pay to the town treasurer all moneys to which he may be 
entitled and on the 80th of December in each year the collector 
shall pay to the town treasurer all moneys in his hands belonging 
to the town unless the 80th falls on Sunday in which case the 
payments shall be made on the 29th. 


Sect. 2. Funds belonging to the town in the hands of the 
tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on orders 
countersigned by at least two of the selectmen. 
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Sect. 1. All bonds or notes issued in the future by the town 
for a longer period than one year shall be in serial form. 


ARTICLE IX. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Vouchers for all payments made to 
or due the town treasurer from any board of officials of the town 
shall be sent to the auditors. 


GENERAL. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Any person indebted to the town for 
poll tax or otherwise shall have such debt deducted by the treas- 
urer before payment from any sum due him by the town for 
work on the roads or for any othes service performed. 


Sect. 2. Voted that—The cost of all surety bonds required 
of any town official, members of boards or committees shall be 
paid by the town. (Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, See. 5S) 


Sect. 3. Voted that—On all town work, for the performance 
of which competitive bids are received, the award of the con- 
tract shall be to the lowest responsiblé bidder; preference always 
being given to citizens, when other conditions of the situation 
are equal.

To the Inhabitants of the Town of Falmouth: 


The annual report of the public schools is hereby submitted. 

It is necessary for us to touch briefly on one or two points 
not mentioned in the Superintendent’s report. 

It will be remembered that at the town meeting last year 
$500.00 was appropriated for installing an auxilliary heating 
plant at West Falmouth. This work has not been done because 
the increased cost of labor and materials has made the sum ap- 
propriated quite inadequate for doing the work as planned. We 
have judged it wise to postpone the work until such a time as 

“it could be done satisfactorily rather than to take the sum appro- 
priated to do a small part of the work immediately. 

The situation at Hast Falmouth remains practically the same 
and the views of your committee regarding the consolidation of 
rural schools are unchanged. Last year, because of the gather- 
ing war clouds and the general financial uncertainty, we decided 
at the last moment simply to present our arguments as to the 
economy and efficiency of consolidation, in the town meeting, 
but not to oppose the findings of the Finance Committee. This 
year, because of the war and even greater financial uncertainty, 
we still do not press the matter. Necessary repairs have been 
made on the old East Falmouth building. The Pine Ridge school 
has been closed and the pupils moved to Waquoit. A portable 
schoolhouse has been erected in Teaticket, thus relieving the situ- 
ation in that village. 

There is an enrollment of sixty pupils in Teaticket. Until 
the opening of the new school these pupils with two teachers 
were in the one room of the older schoolhuse. Conditions were 

necessarily very unsatisfactory. The one room was overcrowded, 
suitable ventilation was difficult, confusion was unavoidable; the 
toilet facilities were inadequate and there was practically no 
play ground. The first grade and one division of the second 
with one of the teachers are now in the portable house, at the 
junction of the Sandwich and East Falmouth roads. The other 
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teacher remains in the old building. There is thus no extra 
expense for teachers, while the situation has been relieved great- 
ly, both in the crowding of the one room schoolhouse and in the 
distance walked by the younger pupils, all of whom come from 
some distance away on some of the three roads which meet at 
‘the new building. 

Let us emphasize, however, that we consider this arrange- 
ment as an expedient necessary to tide us over the present crisis 
and not as a part of our general policy. We believe that when 
conditions have become normal again the best interest of tax- 
payers and of school children alike will be served by closing 
several of the small schools in the eastern part of the town and 
bringing all the pupils together in one centrally located, well 
graded school. 

May we urge everyone interested in our schools to read 
carefully the report of the Superintendent of Schools, and to 
become as familiar as possible with the problems that confront 
the school department. Our aim is to serve the public faithfully 
and to carry out the wishes of those we represent. We welcome 
suggestions and honest criticism.

Superintendent’s Report 


To the School Committee :— 


I present for your consideration the thirty-sixth annual re- 
port of the Superintendent of Schools of the town of Falmouth. 
Following the suggestion that all reports be as concise and brief 
as possible in the interest of economy in printing, the customary 
reports of the Principal of the High school and the special 
teachers have been omitted. Such matters in these special re- 
ports as are of special interest are made the basis for discussions 
in this report. Statistical data used are based on reports for the 
school year ending June 15, 1917. 

No topic in this report, or in the reports of other depart- 
- ments, will receive greater study and attention this year than the 
financial statements. We as a nation are at war. We have been 
already subjected to extraordinary taxation and as individuals 
constantly besought to make contributions for numberless enter-. 
prises for relief or philanthrophy—all sorely needed. Without 
question we shall be taxed even more heavily and without any 
doubt we shall be asked to give more and more. And we, keep- 
ing in mind the great objects fundamental to the life of a free 
people for which this great war is being fought, will cheerfully 
accept each additional responsibility and without murmuring 
carry new burdens. 

There will be, and there should be, great efforts made to 
economize both in our private establishments and in our public en- 
terprises. Economy, however, should be practiced in the sense that 
unnecessary and wasteful expenditures only should be curtailed. 
In what may well be a mad scramble to retrench in every way: 
possible many worthy and even indispensible enterprises are 
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bound to suffer needlessly. Already in certain quarters else- 
where suggesions have been made affecting the public school 
and advising that desirable economics could be secured by cutting 
down the length of the school year, by lowering the salaries paid 
teachers, by reducing or omitting altogether certain elements of 
the curriculum, and numberless other ill-advised and even vicious 
propositions. It was in recognition of a danger of this sort, 
peculiarly acute in the times in which we find ourselves, that the 
Commissioner of Education of Massachusetts on April 17, 1917, 
sent to the Superintendents of Schools throughout the Common- 
wealth a statement of his views concerning the program of public 
education in relation to the war. He said: ‘‘One point I firmly 
believe should be impressed on the public mind; that is that no 
interference with the program of public éducation should be made 
except under conditions of the most absolute and final necessity. 
It should be borne in mind that the war itself is primarily a 
concern of this adult generation, and that the schools should be 
kept as free as possible from any unnecessary diversion from 
this fundamental task. Serious interruptions to that task cannot 
fail to burden unfairly the next generation. Any suggestions for 
the alteration of the work of the schools should be tested on the 
point as to whether or not they are educationally desirable.” 
In other words if a given proposition is one that would receive 
serious consideration in other times as educationally desirable or 
undesirable let it receive the same consideration now. Every 
change proposed shall have back of it a reasonable foundation of 
sound educational policy rather than a feverish and ill considered 
desire to cut expenditures. 


COSTS. The cost of maintaining these schools of Falmouth has 

increased materially during recent years. Several fac- 
tors have entered into the increase in cost the most important of 
which I mention below. 

In the first place there has been an increase in the number of 
pupils enrolled in the schools, an increase amounting to 20 per 
cent. in ten years, that has been localized in certain centers and 
has necessitated providing additional housing facilities in these 
places. In the past five years a new building has been erected 
at Pine Ridge, near Waquoit; an additonal room built at East 
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‘Falmouth; a portable school erected at Teati¢ket; the Hatch- 
ville school has been reopened; an additional room opened at 
Woods Hole, and two additional rooms at Falmouth. These 
changes have made necessary the employment of additional 
teachers. The introduction of new courses at the High school 
have added two teachers more so that now we employ thirty- 
three full time teachers. Five years ago the number was twenty- 
three.. This represents an increase in a period of five years of 
43.5 per cent. in the number of teachers employed and means 
that the principal item of the school budget—cost of instruction— 
would be increased necessarily in five years by 50 per cent. 
on the basis*of salaries paid at that time. 

.. Another item that shows substantial increase is the cost of 
transportation. In the year 1911-12 the town expended $3,611.76 
for transportation of pupils by horse-drawn vehicles. In 1916-17 
the sum of $6,823.50 was spent for transportation principally by 
motor vehicles. This item shows an increase of $3,211.74 in five 
years or an increase of over 90 per cent. This increase is due in 
part to the larger number of pupils that must be transported but 
principally to the added cost of maintaining an efficient modern 
system in place of an antiquated one. 

Other items of the budget show increases due to reasons 
already stated and to the increased cost of everything that goes 
to the conduct of a school system. The lengthening of the ele- 
mentary school year by two weeks has also contributed neces- 
sary and proportional increases in the budget. 

The following table of expenditures for the school fiscal year 
1911-12, 1915-16, 1916-17 will serve as a basis for further study.

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Any intelligent effort to. economize should not overlook the 
high cost of maintaining the small one room school. These 
schools as I have taken frequent occasion to remark are a burden 
on the community, unprofitable to maintain both from the: stand- - 
point of the quality of service which it is possible for them to 
render and also from the standpoint of high cost. Such schools 
render inferior service and at the same time cost more. During 
-the school year 1917-1918, it will cost per pupil in average mem- 
bership as of December 1, 1917, in four selected schools as fol- 
lows: 


Falmouth Grammar—eight rooms—per pupil, $41.70 


East Falmouth—three rooms—per pupil, 30.84 
Pine Ridge—one room—per pupil, 70.00 
Davisville—one room—per pupil, 76.00 


These figures are an eloquent argument in support of the 
contention that the small school is unprofitable. To make these 
costs appear reasonable it niust be demonstrated that the schools 
at Pine Ridge and at Davisville are rendering a service in their 
respective communities that is nearly twice as valuable as the 
other schools render. Right here it is possible to practice econo- 
my of a proper kind. From every possible point of view it is ex- 
cellent economy to close all such schools where the enrollment is 
very small and where transfer to nearby schools is at. all feasible.

Because of tremendous increases in living costs of every 
kind there has been a movement to increase the salaries of 
teachers that has been rather general throughout the state during 
the past year. The existence of this problem has been recognized 
and a solution sought by granting increases in the salary scale 
as follows:

These salaries are commenserate with those now paid in the 
larger towns and smaller cities of the state. 


EVENING SCHOOLS. Recognizing the fact that there is in 

town a large number of alien residents 
who have not had the advantage of a publie school training and 
whose lack in this respect has proven a barrier to their acquiring 
citizenship in this country, the department organized and main- 
tained during the year three evening schools: one at East Fal- 
mouth, one at West Falmouth, and one at Falmouth. The inter- 
est shown was most encouraging. At East Falmouth it was 
necessary to employ two teachers for a time to take care of the 
enrollment. The schools were continued for periods varying 
from eleven weeks to fifteen weeks on an average of three even- 
ings per week.

HOME GARDENS One of the problems of education and 
AGRICULTURE AND of the economic life of the nation which 
FOOD PRODUCTION. the war has served to emphasize is the 

problem of food production. Before 
the organization of the state-wide campaign in the early spring 
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for increasing the acreage of food crops and even before the 
declaration of war on Germany, the school department had au- 
thrized the. employment of an inspector of Home Gardens . to 
encourage pupils of the public schools in planting gardens at 
home which they themselves would care for. The co-operation of 
the State College of Agriculture and the Cape Cod Farm Bureau 
was sought and secured in full measure. Through the co-opera- 
tion of these agencies nearly two hundred children (199) under- 
took to plant and care for a garden. 

In September an exhibit was held in the town hall and prizes 
to the amount of $124 were awarded for winners in the various 
elub contests. 

In conjunction with the Home Garden and State Club enter- 
prises the school department. obtained authorization from the 
town, at a special meeting in June, to establish a vocational agri- 
cultural department in the local High school. The department 
receives state aid to the extent of two-thirds the amount paid for 
salary of instructor. Tt was thought that a department of this 
kind could be most valuable and helpful in promoting increased 

“erop production locally. I believe this department justified its 
establishment during the summer and also justified a recommen- 
dation that it be continued. The net cost to the town, after 

deducting state aid and the amount now paid to a garden in- 
speetor whose duties would be performed by the regular agricul- 
tural instructor, would be between. $200 and $300 the first year

CONCLUSION. In concluding this report I would like to em- 
phasize two or three things. ie 

1. How shall school costs be judged? School costs should 
be examined and judged on the basis of the quality of service . 
rendered the community, rather than on the gross amount eX- 
pended. 

9. Are increases in cost over a period of years justified by 
‘eorresponding increases in growth and service? J have attempt- 
ed to. show briefly that, in case of the local situation, such in- 
creases as have occurred have. been justified by the normal de- 
». velopment of the school system. 
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_ 8. What should be the future outlook? I believe that our 
present establishment should be maintained on its present foot- 
ing, carrying forward all lines of educational activity in which 
we are now employed. Nothing is being undertaken or has been 
undertaken that could by any chance be classed as an educational 
fad. Such changes as have been made by the introduction of 
new courses of study have been guided by standards of sound 
educational policy already tried and proven in the schools of the 
state and of the nation. I believe that the people of this town 
will wish to look with exceeding care into any plan for curtailing 
the service which the schools can render, and do now render, 
through a mistaken idea of what constitutes true economy. I be- 
lieve that the troubles of this generation should be borne just as 
far as may be by this generation and that we shall be unwilling 
to deprive any child of educational opportunities through altera- 
tion of the school program except ‘‘under conditions of the most 
absolute and final necessity.’’ 

4, I recommend the maintenance of a state aided vocational 
agricultural department in the local High school.
